Bethan’s epic 
ride for Blind 
Veterans UK 


A YOUNG woman 
will be passing 
through Cowbridge 
on horseback on 
Saturday, June 1, 
as part of a 29-day 
fundraiser for 
Blind Veterans UK. 

Bethan Matthews 
(24) aims to ride the 
1,500km around the 
Welsh border on her 
home-bred horse, 

Charm. 

Day one of the ride 
starts in Margam, 
includes riding through 
Cowbridge, and ends 


in Cardiff. The ride 
is anti-clockwise so 
the next day Bethan 
will head for Newport, 
Chepstow and the 
Welsh-English border. 
She then heads for north 
Wales and her aim is to 
finish at Briton Ferry on 
June 29. 

She also plans to visit 
the Blind Veterans UK 
centre in Llandudno on 
June 11. 

Bethan lives in 
Brecon and her 
fundraising ride has 
been inspired by her 
grandfather: “He is now 
94 years old and suffers

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from glaucoma. He is 
completely blind in one 
eye and only has a very 
small amount of vision 
in the other. 

“Blind Veterans UK 
has helped him live 
independently in his 
home by providing him 
with aids to make home 
life without sight easier. 

“Understandably, 
my grand-dad has 
reached the stage in his 
life where he can feel 
uncomfortable visiting 
new or busy places 
due to his loss of sight 
and limited mobility. 
But, amazingly. Blind 
Veterans UK provides 
him with the confidence 
to visit these places, 
including travelling 
abroad, retracing his 
steps with fellow blind 
veterans in Normandy. 

“My grand-dad 
regularly visits the 
Llandudno centre and 
takes part in a range of 
activities that have only 
been made possible by 
the charity.” 

Since 1915, the 
charity has provided 
rehabilitation, training, 
practical advice and 
emotional support to 
tens of thousands of 
blind veterans. 

Bethan was prepared 
to camp out along her 
travels, but has been 
inundated with offers 
of places to stay along 
the route - they include 
provision of food and 
shelter for Charm.

new road from A48 
to M4 would reduce 
congestion on Port 
Road, Barry. 

He refers to the fact 
that Port Road serves 
three schools, a child 
care centre and a hospi¬ 
tal, so without a detailed 
traffic survey, how does 
he know that rush hour 
congestion is not almost 
entirely due to local 
traffic or indeed traffic to 
and from Cardiff, rather 
than M4-bound traffic? 

There is no evidence 
that rush hour conges¬ 
tion on Port Road would 
be significantly eased 
by a £100 million plus 
spend of hard-earned 
taxpayers’ money on a 
new road. 


If such a sum is so 
readily available, surely 
a better option would 
be to simply widen 
the pinch points on 
the existing road from 
the M4 to the A48, or 
improve Culverhouse 
Cross, and spend the 
rest on better sustainable 
public transport so that 
local car journeys and 
traffic pollution could be 
reduced throughout the 
Vale? 

We all know more 
roads create more 
pollution and that we 
are facing a climate 
emergency - time for a 
change of thinking?

I AM sure that

I have been awaiting a 
reply since April 1, and 
my follow up request 
for a reply on May 2 has 
fallen on deaf ears. 

We can learn a lesson 
from our council and 
HSE as kicking the cans 
down the road may be 
the only option open to 
the public if poor road 
conditions prevail!

“She sent a lovely note with it and after a few 
letters back and forth, she gave me her address. She 
was such a darling in her response - she’d put up 
my painting of a dog in her ‘dog kitchen’, the part of 
her house where she fed her pampered and rescued 
pets - how amazing was that!” 

Martin set up an international Doris Day Fan 
Club in the early 1990s and produced quarterly 
magazines which were well received across the 
globe. 

“I couldn’t believe how quickly it got off the 
ground. I set it up with some other fans and friends 
and I would get messages from all over the world - 
Australia, France, America, Hong Kong. 

“We were the first fan publication to introduce 
an A4 magazine with a colour cover. Back then, fan 
magazines tended to be all black and white, so it 
was great to introduce something new. 

“Doris would send in letters of support with news 
of what was going on in her life, how her animals 
were doing and news of her lobbying work for all 
pets to be spayed or neutered. 

“We would often get a little parcel with signed 
CDs and photographs to sell or auction off at our 
events. She really cared for her fans and was always 
giving.” 

Then to his amazement, Martin got a call from 
her. 

“One day, not long after I had set up the magazine 
- I think we were two or three issues in - I had a 
call from Doris. I thought it was one of my theatre 
friends playing a prank. I swore at her, asking 
repeatedly who it was - but it really was her! Doris 
laughed her socks off.” 

In 2006, Martin had the privilege of meeting 
Doris and spending time at her pet friendly hotel in 
Carmel, California. 

“I was incredibly well looked after and was 
inspired to co-write two musicals about her life in 
addition to being involved in tribute shows.” 

Martin realises that despite her fame and glamour, 
life wasn’t always kind to Doris, but he admired her

ability to pick herself up. 

“She was someone special, someone who had 
gone through so much adversity in her life, includ¬ 
ing four marriages and her only son Terry passing 
away before she did. But she always resurfaced 
with an attitude of ‘what will be, will be’; ‘que sera, 
sera’. She always believed something great was just 
around the comer.” 

Since news of her death on May 13, Martin has 
received hundreds of messages from across the 
world from fan club members. 

He said: “I have been asked by Rhoose Cinema

to be a guest speaker at their Doris Day movie event 
and fundraising day on Saturday, June 22. I’m also 
in the process of creating a ‘Doris DAY’ - a whole 
day at which fans from across the world can come 
and celebrate the life of one of the most genuine, 
likeable talented movie stars there has been. 

“Her legacy will live on through her fans and the 
Doris Day Animal Foundation which continues her 
passion and care for animals.”

A YEAR after 
an operation to 
remove cancer, an 
Army officer from 
Cowbridge has suc¬ 
cessfully completed 
the world’s toughest 
mountain race. 

Major Alex Price of 
The Rifles (38), com¬ 
pleted the Berghaus 
Dragon’s Back race 
between May 20-24. The 
315km race runs along 
the mountainous spine 
of Wales starting in 
Conwy, north Wales and 
finishing in Llandeilo, 
Carmarthenshire. 

Alex was diagnosed a 
year ago with a malig¬ 
nant tumour on his liver. 
He had an operation at 
Southampton Hospital 
last May to remove it.

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Vale Council hosts 
‘Buds and Blooms’ 



THE Vale Council has hosted a 
scheme that has children under 
five meeting older people in 
an effort to bring generations 
together. 

At the start of Dementia Action 
Week, one feature of the sessions is 
that it can encourage people living 
with the condition to interact and talk 
about their experiences. 

Other benefits include the build¬ 
ing of intergenerational friendships, 
improving attitudes towards older 
people and reducing ageism. 

Run by childcare professional

centres.

The sessions last for an hour 
and always at the same time, as the 


regularity is helpful to both children 
and residents. 

Mrs Bourne said: “I started the ses¬ 
sions in September as I am passionate 
about intergenerational work and the 
benefits they bring to the older and 
younger participants. 

“In the short time I have been run¬ 
ning sessions, these groups have been 
really successful and it has been lovely 
watching the residents and children 
form a bond with each other. The 
parents have been very receptive to the 
sessions too.” 

The sessions run in blocks of a 
month, each with a different theme, 
and include singing, puppets, musical 
instruments, stories, games and more. 

Props are given to the residents to 
help them feel part of the session and 
they are passed around to encourage 
further interaction.

Sharing the story of 
her parents’ war-time 
romance, Angela 
recalled how homesick 
her mother was; yet it 


was a love that lasted a 
lifetime. During World 
War 2 just before 
D Day, some 5,000 
American soldiers of 
the Second Infantry 
Division were based 
in the Barry area on 
two camps on the Port 
Road. 

Commenting on 
Angela’s talk, Glenn 
Booker of the Barry 
at War Museum said: 
“Angela’s proud story 
of her father and the 
other members of the 


111th Ordinance was a 
fitting tribute to some 
very brave young 
men who came to our 
country to help fight 
the evils of Nazism.

The A-to-B machina¬ 
tions of most films in the 
genre make them feel 
rather staid (last year’s 
Freddie Mercury film, 
Bohemian Rhapsody, 
was just about saved 
from that fate based on 
subject matter and a 
phenomenal soundtrack). 

Rocketman has both 
the subject matter 
and the phenomenal 
soundtrack, but with 
Dexter Fletcher in the 
director’s chair, he 
brings a wonderful 
vibrancy and energy. 
With grand song-and- 
dance numbers and 
flights of fancy, this is a 
film that wants to wow 
you, impress you, not 
unlike the man at the 
centre of the story. 

There are orchestras 
in the night sky, a 
gorgeously shot sil¬ 
houette performance, a 
fairground tracking shot 
that takes Reg through 
the ages, all delivered 
with no end of style and 
panache, and it proves 
a wonderful showcase 
for Fletcher’s skill and 
dexterity behind the 
camera. 

That’s not to say this 
film is a paean to glitz 
and glamour, all surface 
no feeling. In many 
ways Lee Hall’s script 
is particularly candid, 
whether depicting the 
relationship between 
the pre-Elton Reg 
Dwight and his parents 
(well played by Steven 
Mackintosh and Bryce 
Dallas Howard), the 
difficult relationship 
between Elton and John 
Reid (a seductively 
suave, yet spiky, Richard 
Madden) and his addic¬ 
tion to alcohol and drugs 
that very nearly cost

him his career and his 
life (and the addiction 
is smartly used as a 
framing device for the 
film as a whole). 

The performances are 
all tremendous; Taron 
Egerton never fails to 
be a charming turn, and 
while he very nearly 
nails Elton’s mannerisms 
and largesse, his work 
in the more dramatic 
moments is delivered 
superbly well. 

Given that Egerton 
had to deliver the songs 
live on set, he doesn’t 
set out to do a ‘Stars 
In Their Eyes’ number, 
which works as it allows 
him bring feelings and 
elements to the songs 
that may not have been 
there before. 

In some ways, this is a 
love story between Elton 
and Bemie Taupin, and 
Jamie Bell is a superb 
foil to Egerton; grounded 
where the character of 
Elton is in the stars. 

Bell brings a joyful 
tenderness to the role 
and his performance is 
beautifully understated. 

The cast is rounded 
out with small-but-great 


(and pivotal) turns from 
the likes of Stephen 
Graham and Tate 
Donovan in what is a 
wonderful ensemble, 
led from the front by 
Egerton and Bell’s 
excellent performances. 

If there is a complaint 
to be made, it is that 
the film feels like it’s 
building to something 
it never quite gets to. 

The ending, while 
emotionally clever and 
playing off the themes 
established, doesn’t quite 
have the impact to wrap 
things up as you would 
hope, although arguably 
you could say this is a 
rare case of something 
involving Elton John 
being understated. 

Overall, though, 
Rocketman is a really 
satisfying watch - a 
film that manages to be 
bmtally frank at times, 
yet equally as glamorous 
and glitzy as you would 
imagine, a rare feat 
and one that should be 
celebrated. 

VERDICT: 

Glamorous, frank, funny 
and caustic - Rocketman 
is very much an Elton 
John biopic. Dexter 
Fletcher’s jukebox musi¬ 
cal take on the life of the 
artist formerly known 
as Reg Dwight is a 
thrilling film, enlivened 
by his superb direction, 
excellent performances, 
most notably from 
Taron Egerton in the 
lead and Jamie Bell, 
and a near-faultless 
soundtrack. Highly 
recommended.

Cllr Lis Burnett, the new Vale 
Council cabinet member for 
education and regeneration, said 
this week that a full review of 
evidence would take place before 
any decision was made. 

The proposed school clo¬ 
sure was one of the key issues 
that fatally split the previous 
Conservative-led administra¬ 
tion, ushering in the recent Vale 
Council coalition of Labour, 
Llantwit First Independent and 
Vale Independents. 

Within days of the coalition tak¬ 
ing control of the council, Rhoose 
councillor Andrew RT Davies 
pointed out that Cllr Burnett had

The school’s campaign group 
says any decision to close it will 
set “a dangerous precedent which 
endangers all mral school commu¬ 
nities throughout Wales..
